Wales Soccer Federation (NSWSF) Youth League and 
the issue of an U/16’s competition. 

To give you a little background to this issue, at the 
beginning of the 2000 season, the NSWSF introduced a 
Premier League which was a Summer Birst Grade and 
‘U/19's competition. 

The clubs igentified that their was a large age gap 
between U/16 to U/19 and players found it difficult pro- 
gressing to the senior ranks. As a result, in the follow- 
ing 2001 Super Youth League season an U/17 competi- 
tion replaced the U/16’s, With the success of this initia- 
tive, in the following 2002 season all Youth League 
Competitions comprised of U/13, U/14, U/IS & U/IT's. 

Recent research conducted by the NSWSF Assistant 
Competition Secretary (Youth Competition), Mr Bruce 
‘Waterhouse, on the NSWSF U/17 age group across the 
Premier, Super and Division One Youth Leagues has 
found that: 

= Of the 648 registered players across all U/I7 
Leagues, 46.14% (299 players) are actually U/16 

~In the Premier Youth League 43.25% of U/17 play- 
ers are actually U/16 

~ In the Super Youth League 46.04% of U/17 players 
are actual U/16 

- In Division 1Youth League 49.08% of U/I7 players 
are actually U/16 

- Only one club (Leichhardt Tigers)'has no U/16 play- 
ers . 


‘The reason that the Nationals are U/16's is because 
that particular tournament is part of the selection process 
for the Under 17 National team (The Joeys), who then 
compete in the FIFA Under 17 World Championships 
which are held every 2 years (2003 tournament to be 
held in Finland).

Referees at World Cup: 
Biomechanics or conspiracy?

he referees at the World Cup haye come in for even more crit- 

feism than usual in 2002, Among the complaints are incorrect 

offside decisions, i riate yellow and red cards for simu- 
lation, that is cheating by attackers who feign being knocked over in 
the penalty box, inadequate policing of shirt-pulling, failure to award 
penalty kicks for handball and one case of adjudging the ball to be 
out of play when the whole ofthe ball had not crossed the line, 

Its a superficially powerful case for the prosecution and has led to 
aecusations of conspiracy against them by teams which have been on the 
‘wrong end of the decisions, including the Tualans, the Spaniards and the 
Portuguese, In response the referees have hit back by pointing out egre- 
gious errors by players as the main eause of the defeats suffered by the 
fancied teams, while the FIFA authorities have been very ambivalent 
about the referees and their assistant referees, The president of FIFA, 
‘Toseph Blatter described some of the offside decisions as a ‘disaster’, 
while the Chair of the Referees Committee has defended his officials say- 
ing the standard has been generally high, Three questions arise, Have the 
Aecisions been poor? If so, why? How can they be improved? 

‘The only fair test ofthe frst question would be to re-run al the deci- 
sions of a particular official, not just the one that causes the controversy, 
this were done then I suspect you would find tht the ‘worst official at 
the World Cup got about 98 percent of decisions right, How many play- 
cts would go through a match with such a record? 

Bach referee and assistant is subject to serutiny.and inspection and 
after each match the decisions are gone through time and again by inspec- 
tors witha view to pointing out ertors and showing referees how t0 avoid 
them in future, What has happened as technology has improved is thatthe 
viewer at home or the couch or official watching the video replay atthe 
{ame itself is being presented with several more versions ofthe incident 
At speeds significantly lower than that at which they take place on the 
field, So more ‘errors’ appear even though refereeing standards are gen- 
erally improving, 

But this is the World Cup you reply and these officials are there 
frecause thoy are expected to get every decision right, In that case, please 
{ake up computer ames because no fuman being can be right everytime: 
inevery game of soccer. Now let's ook at some of the decisions to see if 
we can find any reasons whiy errors occur, 

Let's tackle the contentious offside decisions frst. The rule i thatthe 
player must be in line with the last outfield defender at the moment the 
bull is played to him by’ one of his teammates. The asistant referee isthe 
judge and he shouldbe positioned in line with the las defender. Even with 
excellent peripheral vision itis physically impossible forthe assistant to 
fe the passer and the receiver simultaneously outside an are of about 
forty-five degrees, This limits very sigificanily the arex on the pitch in 
which the assistant ean give-an accurate decision. Ifthe ball comes from 
outside that are the assistant referee must cur his head fromthe atacker 
to the passer and hack again and that takes mi, Even if tnt time is ait 
tle as one tenth of a second the attacker can have moved nearly & 
Which makes him appear clearly offside and cause the official to raise his 
flag. So it needs no conspiracy theory to explain why apparent mistakes 
‘occur in this instance, 

‘Next ets look tshirt pulling and diving The former always went on 


and has become much more common as referees have cracked down on 
‘other more violent offences such as tripping, elbowing or block tackling. 
Referees are being called upon to crack down on shirt pulling, But since 
‘at any comer kick for example, there may be five defenders and five 
attackers jostling for position then at least half of them may be pulling or 
being pulled at the same time. Singling one out for exemplary punishment 
is likely to bring the charge of partiality down on the referee's head, while 
booking five at once would be regarded as overkill. 

Simulation or diving is easier to police since it only involves two play- 
ers at most, the defender and the attacker seeking to gain advantage. 
Getting the angles right and the sequence is critical here, In the case of the 
Italian Francesco Totti, while he was touched by the Korean defender, if 
you look atthe replay closely you will see that he was going down before 
Contact was made, Two top grade referees to whom I spoke about this 
agreed. Incidentally the defender also played the ball first. The referee got 
this one exactly right. Toti was only sent off because he had already 
received a yellow card. He has no one to blamte but himself. 

So how can we improve decision-making? Is the use of technology 
particularly video replays the answer? I suspect not. Using video evidence 
‘only shifts the focus of decision-making? But you may say soccer isa low 
Scoring game so we must ensure thatthe Key decision are corect. Een 
with video, marginal cases would sil arise and if we had to wait ten min- 
tutes while people agonised over whether » ball struck a hand or was 
struck by a hand, crossed a line or did not cross the line, player A con- 
tacted B, or was contacted by B, we would cease to have socver as we 
hhave known it, There have been several revistations of the Geoff Hurst 
“goal” in the 1966 World Cup final which have come up with conflicting 
results and still no definitive judgment. Experience in the United States 
‘where all this technology has long been available is instrugive. The use 
of video replays fr vetting umpire's decisions was used but has now been 
abandoned in American football. Baseball, whichis another low scoring 
‘game, relies ofthe vision and judgment of humans for all key decisions, 
bulls versus strikes, im or out at bases, fair catches or fouls. 

Cricket is experimenting with video replays for run-outs and catches 
‘with mixed results and a developing sense that this is undermining the 
independence and confidence of the umpires on the pitch.

officals by an audible waming device so that assistants could alert the 
referee to afoul or an offside in addition to raising the flag. When one of 
Australia’s top officials Eugene Brazzale ran the line at the World Youth 
Cup in 1993 his central referee. and the inspector commented that they 
could hearthe crack of his flag sit shot up as well as see it, helping rein- 
force the message, but stil leaving the decision inthe hands ofthe refer- 
ee, You can't hear aflag ata World Cup with 40,000 Koreans in full voi 
but.a beeper or vibrating buzzer could convey the message, 

But the best way o ensure good results i to have the best officials in 
place forthe most contentious and important games, raining and exper- 
ence atthe highest level do make a difference. Familiarity with the play 
ers and thei characteristics also help, So the case for appointing the best 
referees and assistants to key games is strong and perhps should tke 
precedence over the desire to raise the standard of officiating generally by 
exposing less experienced officials to top games. 


Commentators of the World Cup

orea/Japan 2002 may be over 
but the memory ofa World Cup 
in our time zone will linger on. 
Prior to the commencement of the tour- 
nament there were fears that we might 
not be able to see every game, 

Channel 9 had secured coverage to 16 
matches but what was going to happen to 
the other 48? SBS stepped in and covered 
the breach and, much (o everyone's relief, 
all World Cup matches would be on free- 
to-air television, 

So just how did the dual networks han- 
dle the World Cup? The last time a simi- 
lar arrangement was made was for 
Mexico 86 when the ABC and SBS split 
the World Cup. However, this time it was 
different. In 1986 they were both 
Government funded channels but now it 
was the mighty Channel 9, with all its 
other sporting commitments, sharing. 
SBS. Channel 9's first real-venture into 
sdecer was a juggling act for the network. 
Aussie Rules, Rugby League and 
Wimbledon also had to be covered. So 
where did soccer fit in? 

Tn the end it fitted in very. nicely. 
Soccer seemed very much at home on the 
commercial television giant. As for SBS, 
the real soccer network, everyone knew 
that they would do a superb job. 

Channel 9 to their credit didn’t use 
Eddie McGuire or Ken Sutcliffe or anoth- 
er network favourite to handle the World 
Cup. They rightly opted for soccer peo- 
ple. Andy Harper, who had worked previ- 
ously on SBS, was the host. Although he 
got off to a nervous start, he progressed 
very nicely. Harper in his previous televi- 
sion roles was always the expert rather 
than the host. Now he was in at the deep 
‘end covering the world’s biggest event. 
Harper survived and passed the test. 

‘The experts were Gary Phillips and 
Graham Arnold. No introductions 
required for them to the soccer fans but 
their television experience was certainly 


very limited. 

In the end both came through and did a 
satisfactory job considering that they too 
‘were thrown in atthe deep end, Phillips is 
a fairly lively character and Amold will 
need to become so as well, if he hopes to 
progress in his media career. The down- 
fall for Channel 9 was the set. For the frst 
few games they sat on comfortable chairs 
but then they came out with the brown 
boring set, It looked like it may have 
arrived here with the First Fleet in 1788. It 
‘was terrible! 

‘The Channel 9 commentators for the 
early games Were average; Gary Bloom, 
John Helm and Steve Banyard all sound 
very similar. Tony Gubba thought that 
Cristian Vieri was Viera on several occa- 
sions. For the England v Argentina clash 
they took the call of John Motson and 
Trevor Brooking from English television, 
Motson is a. great commentator but 
Brooking is extremely one-eyed in favour 
England. They lasted about 80 minutes 
before Channel 9 lost them and then 
picked up another commentator for the 
remaining minutes. In the end Channel 9 
borrowed Martin Tyler from SBS and the 
standard lifted dramatically for the semi- 
finals and final. Tyler is greatest soccer 
commentator in the English-speaking 
world. SBS, who had brought us four pre- 
vious World Cups, did a great job overall, 
Not since 1986 did they have to play sec 


“ond fiddle when covering a World Cup. 


Having sgoured the rights only weeks 
before the start for the remaining 48 
games, their effort was mammoth, 

A brand new, techno coloured set with 
a glass table was unveiled as the centre- 
piece oftheir broadcast, For Italia they 
had Andy Paschalidis and Charlie Yankos 
in the studio and Les Murray and Johnny 
Warren in some beautiful villa in Rome 
holding up the daily papers from Italy. 

For USA 94 they had Les and Johnny 
‘on top of a building in San Francisco and 
for France 98 they were on the patio of 
some house in Paris, which was converted 
to a studio, with the Biffel Tower as a 


backdrop. 

For Korea/Japan 2002 it was the glass 
table, which will be forever remembered 
as part of this World Cup. Itwas a modem 
and very appealing studio and ene that 
truly reflected SBS's attitude towards soc- 
cer. Channel 9's pre-historic set had noth- 
ing on this jazzy one. 

Even after SBS had shown all their 
‘games they continued to run the nightly 
‘World Cup Show, glass table and all. Any 
other network would not cover an event 
especially if a rival was showing the 
matches. The SBS commentary team was 
superb, Tyler and David Smith, the latter 
not that well known in Australia, were 
superb, Alan Parry and Paul Dempsey, the 
other two commentators used by SBS, 
‘were just a notch behind Tyler and Smith, 

One of the fascinating things about 
their coverage was the idea of the hosty 
standing. Les Murray must well and truly 
have sore legs by now! Kyle Paterson, 
who had his tum standing as well when 
hosting, filled in well when required. 

Johnny Warren, the icon of/SBS soc- 
cer, was as always superb. Even allowing 
for his Brazilian bias, and the great 
lengths he went to pointing out how 
Brazil can defend, Warren's insights into 
a game are second to none. There is no 
more knowledgeable soccer expert on 
Australian television. 

Craig Foster the new addition to the 
team is to be commended as well. Once 
‘you got the hang of his fast speaking pace, 
you realised that he really did Know his 
stuff. Foster's versatility was amazing. In 
the afternoon he would appear on 
Channel 7 with Bruce MacAvaney on 
Sportswaich and then back up for SBS the 
same evening. 

On the whole it was a job well done. 
All our worst fears prior to the tournament 
‘were put to rest. Channel 9 did come good 
and no one ever doubted SBS once they 
(oo picked up the rights. We must now 
wait another four years (o see what will 
follow the glass table,

‘et another soccer World Cup has drawn to a close. 
‘The hangover has all but lifted, the trophy has 
returned to Rio, and the referees remain adamant 
that contrary to popular belief, no they do not need read- 
ing glasses, and their parents were in fact married when 
they were born, 

Tt was a truly memorable four weeks, filled with moments 
of sheer ecstasy for some, agony for others. Who will ever 
forget Ronaldinho’s masterstroke match-winning free kick 
for Brazil, the ball soaring gracefully above England into the 
back of the net? And you didn’t have to be Uruguayan or 
Senegalese - or even a Soccer fan - to experience the edge-of- 
your-seat tension as our South American friends came oh, so 
close to achieving the unachievable of comebacks. 

But what I will remember most from this World Cup are 
the lessons. I am not referring to the acting and diving lessons 
provided by some of the players - though this did demonstrate 
that many have strong alternative career prospects after soc- 
cer, No, the lessons | am referring to are to be learned from 
syents that took place off the field. 

Once again, what was billed as the greatest show on earth 
‘was marred with acts of mindless violence, Goals and come- 
backs aside, etched on my mind are scenes like those from 
Moscow where angry fans went on the post-match rampage. 
Shop windows were smashed, and one poor individual’s car 
was pulverised live on international television, 

Imagine being the owner of that car, waking up in the 
moming unaware as to What was going on as you tuned into 
the morning news. You Would be left aghast, Wondering who 
‘you had upset so much to deserve having your car turned into 
4a punchbag by a gang of strangers. 

Unbelievable as it may seem, the truth was that he lost his 
no-claims discount because several thousand kilometres 
away, eleven Japanese men kicked a ball into a net whereas 


eleven Russian men didn't. Or perhaps there was an exclusion 
clause for that on his insurance policy. 

‘There were similar scenes in several cities around the 
world after other matches, All because one bunch of people 
felt that their team deserved to kick the ball in the net more 
than the other team, and got p***ed off that another bunch of 
people had a different opinion on the matter. 

Tt sounds like squabble between two kids in the school 
playground, taunting one another until one kid runs out of 
‘arguments and wallops the other in the nose as a last resort 
because he simply does not like to lose. 

Several tragic and unnecessary conflicts have been started 
ff by this very same basic human flaw. The problem is that 
when governments and extremists have differences of opin- 
ion, punches in the nose tend to get replaced by missiles, bul- 
lets and bombs. The Gulf War, the recent stand-off between 
India and Pakistan, even the atrocities of and after September 
‘A1th— whether We like it or not, a difference of opinion is all 
that it took to trigger these events. “That's my oilfield”: “no 
it’s not, it’s mine.” Or “get off my land”; “hey, we were invit- 
ed!” Wallop, crash, bang. Ouch. 

If we were a truly intelligent species, we would be able to 
overcome this basic quasi-animal instinct. We would resolve 
‘our differences with our mouths and our ears rather than lash- 
ing out with our fists. What does violence prove anyway? 1 
don’t know what your school playground was like, but I 
never once saw a kid getting punched in the nose and then 
turning round and saying “I see what you mean now. Yes, I 
do have unfeasibly large ears.” Imagine a playground free of 
punches and bloody noses, 

‘What would the kids at that school look like? And what 
would the future hold for them? On the grander scheme of 
things, that's all the world is, after all. One giant playground 
full of big kids, who may have grown older, but have not nec- 
essarily Ieamed how to grow up. 
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ered for one word. Conspiracy! 

According to all the pundits, includ- 
ing the once every four-year soccer experts, 
FIFA and the referees, and their assistants, 
hhad conspired to arrange for the two host 
‘countries to continue in the tournament at 
the cost of many so called “high Miers”. 
Every time. you opened a newspaper, lis- 
tened to a radio program or turned on the 
television, that ward was used. Conspiracy! 
What a load of rot! 

TE people took time to really think sbout i, 
how could it be done’? Apart from the allega 
tions that referees were fixed to disallow goals, 
send players off and give “dodgy” decisions, 
how could they organise for players to miss 
open goals and generally “stuf things up"? The 
thought of some of the best referees in the 
world arranging these things is absolutely 

ridiculous. True. we have had some bad deci- 

sions by both referees and assistants, but we 

have also had plenty of horrible mistakes by 
players and coaches, Now we have all the 
experts calling for video replays as in cricket 
and rugby league. This might work in these two 
sports but it will never workin soccer owing to 
the fact that soccer is faster and play is more 
continuous. 

Players in soccer acton the referees whistle 
immediately. During the World Cup there were 
4 number of instances that bighlighted the fal- 
lacy of video decisions. During the game 
between Spain and Korea the assistant indicat- 
cd, that in his opinion, the ball had gone out of

such incidents. If videos were used to adjudi- 
cate on incidents during the match, soccer 
‘would become a stop-start” sport. The beauty 
Cf our game is the lack of stoppages compareel 
with the two rugby codes, 

‘The first thing soccer players are taught is 
“to play to the referees whistle”. It is nattral 
for players to stop play on hearing the referees 
‘whistle, In fact players ae penalised should 
they not obey the whistle, as in when theerefer- 
ec blows for offside, an attacker deliberately 
carries on and puts the. ball into the net. This is 
‘a cautionable offence. 

T would be the first to agree that teams suf 
fer from poor decisions by both referees and 
their assistants, but they also suffer from bad 
decisions and mistakes from their own players, 
and coaches, but these are quickly forgotten. 
If a game is ost itis seldom by the players, it 
is usually because of the ref! 

‘Why not do away with the referees alto- 
gether and have all matches decided by video 
crvidence? That would then do away with all 
the controversy. On. second thoughts. that 
‘wouldn't work either. The players and coaches 
ofthe losing team wouldn't have anybody to 
‘blame!

Blatter has once again stated his 
desire to see Oceania indulge in this tour- 
nament by stressing the need for their auto- 
matic entry at the 2006 World Cup and 
beyond,

The decision comes following FIFA’s exec- 
utive meeting; “All Confederations shall 
haye at least one team at the World Cup and 
therefore Oceania shall have direct access to 
the World Cup,” Blatter said. 

With FIFA already confirming that the cur- 
rent World Cup champions Brazil would not 
get automatic qualification (decided prior to 
the 2002 World Cup), one spot has been freed 
up and Blatter is optimistic that that spot will 
be freed up for Oceania. Blatter was confident 
his proposal would not be turned down. 

A further point to come from the meeting 
was FIFA’s continued support for the 
Confederations Cup to be held in 2003 and 
2005. 

A decision will be made in late September, 
on the successful applicant, with all final bids 
due by July 18, 2002 for the 2003 hosting 
tights. Five countries are already confirmed 
for the 2003 Confederations Cup with Japan 
representing Asia, Cameroon from Africa, 
Colombia from South America, the United 
States from CONCACAF, France from 
Europe plus Brazil as the current World Cup 
champion. Oceania’s representative will be 
decided at the Oceania Football 
Confederation Nations Cup that starts on July 
5. The final participant will be the host nation, 
making it eight in total. 

The 2005 tournament has already been 
given to Germany as a dress rehearsal for their 
World Cup hosting the following year.

erman captain Oliver Kahn has been 

warded FIFA’s Golden Ball, for the 

most outstanding player at the World 
Cup. 

The governing body announced on Tuesday 
that the 33-year-old keeper, the first custodian 
in the history of the award given to the man 
judged to be the player of the tournament, was 
the latest recipient despite the error that gave 
Ronaldo his first goal in the final. 

Kahn garnered 25 per cent of the votes of the 
world’s media present at the World Cup final 
won 2-0 by Brazil on Sunday, primarily for con- 
ceding just one goal in six previous matches 
and making some stunning and superb saves.
